BEEF CATTLE INDUSTRY 
MUST ADOPT MODERN 
METHODS TO SURVIVE 

In an exhaustive analysis contained 
in an article which appeared in The 
Tribune of January 27, Ed. Lyne, who 
has many years’ experience in prac- 
tically every department of the live 
stock industry, sets forth what h2 be- 
lieves are some of the causes for the 
deplorable condition of the heef -attle 
industry. 

Mr. Lyne calls attention to the fact 
that while fish, canned goods, cereal 
foods, fruits and vegetables, etc.. are 
largely advertised nationally, the meat 
industry in Canada has no publica- 
tion through which to advertise its 
products and to put before consumers 
the value of meat as a food, with the 
result that the meat industry from the 
producer to the consumer has suffered. 


Briefly stated, according to Mr. 
Lyne, beef is losing out because of 
the fact that other lines of ‘ood 


dealers realize the value of advertising 
and have been and are spending 
thousands of dollars in making ‘heir 
products known through the various 
mediums of advertising. 

In the United States, Mr. Lyne 
points out that the meat industry has 
four high-class magazires. Expert 
lecturers are also employed to speak 
in the various cities to the women and 
explain the value of meat as a foou. 
Newspapers are also used. The result 
of this policy is that meat consumption 
has been steadily increasing. By this 
method the industry keeps the market 


built up. 
Every department. including the 
producer, contributes to this adver- | 


tising campaign. 

Advertising is absolutely essenti.l in 
this competitive age and the com pany 
or industry that overlooks this im- 
portant fact is bound to lag far benind | 
in the race for business. 

Some years ago a large American 
company that did a national »Susiness 
decided to drop national advertising 
for one year. The result proved dis- 
astrous and the company was forced 
to resume its previous advertising 
policy. 

Mr. Lyne advises that the meat in- 
dustry should take a leaf out of the} 
book of the meat industry in the) 
United States and set up an orgariza- ’ 
tion which will include every branch, 
beginning with the producer, and 
then go in on an intensive advertising 
program in order to successfully com- 
pete with other highly advertised 
foods. 

The burden of Mr. Lyne’s articte is 
that the meat industry has within it- | 
self the power to extricate itself from 
the rather deplorable condition into 
which it has sunk. He points out that 
other industries have gotten them- 
selves out of difficulties by organizing 
and employing modern methods in 
making their respective products 
known 

Local Beef Problems 

Following Mr. Lyne’s article, the 
writer discussed the meat proodlem 
with several producers and others in- 
terested and gathered the following 
suggestions for the improvement of 
the trade: 

1. The need of a get-together policy, 
whereby the grass cattle of the south 
can be finished with the surplus of 
feed in the north and central areas of 
the province. 

2. The discontinuance of unloading 
thin or partially finished cattle on the 
market at Edmonton. These cattle 
dress out poor, and cannot be shicped 
to outside markets, and force the 
price of all cattle down because they 
are used to fill local trade demands. 

3. To develop n system whereby al! 
live stock must be sold on a competi- 


tive basis at central markets — not 
shipped direct to plants 

4. Reduction of costs in handling 
and feeding stock at the yards, is it 
was claimed that these costs were too 
high. 

5. The carrying on of an extensive 
educational campaign by all -on- 
cerned in order. to popularize good 
b vef It was pointed out by one man 


interviewed that the present consump- 
tion of beef in Canada is 60 pounds | 
per capita per year; and this, he ob- 
served, could be increased

As the raising of cattle is one of the 
basic industries of Canada, espe tially 
in the West, it is imperative,that ‘t be 
put on a successful competitive 
if the industry is to survive.

NEW TREATMENT FOR BURNS 


A new -preparation for treating 
human burns, said to have many ai- 
vantages over preparations heretofore 
used, is revealed in a patent just re- 
cently granted to a Boston physician, 
Dr. Robert H. Aldrich, and David A.

The January weather data agre? 
with public impressions. Except fur 
a concluding cold snap the month was 
generally mild and bright, with a light 
snowfall varied once or twice by a 
few teardrops of rain. The mean tem- 
perature of 15.78° compares with a 
previous 22-year average of 7.52°. The 
lowest temperature was —30.6° on 
20th. At the slough that morzing the 
reading was —37°. Precipitation vf 
0.75 inch was just over half the pre- 
vious 22-year average. One hundred 
hours of bright sunshine made this the 
second sunniest January in sixteen. 
If the Weather Man knew how cor- 
dially. his efforts were praised, he 
might try again. 

Water on tap is a great comfort. It 
may be had under gravity pressure if 
one has a sufficiently elevated mound 
in which to construct a concrete re- 
servoir, into which the water may be 
cheaply pumped by windmill. The 
tank should be largely covered and 
the pipes need to be laid 6 or 7 feet 
deep in wooden boxes. The wricer 
has such a tank in his root cellar and 
in the 344 winters during which it has 
been used not a stroke has had to be 
pumped by hand except once or twice 
when the pump leathers failed. Not 
a hydrant in stable or corral has been 
stiff to turn. The only trouble with 
the root cellar tank is that if the 
adjacent barn burned the tank might 
be ruined. In a detached root cellar 
this objection would not apply.

Benefit from Sweet Clover 
I have found sweet clover a great 
help to building up the soil of these 
wooded parts. Where other years [ 
have been growing 15-20 bushels, this 
year a piece on which green clover had 


been plowed down made 35. Please 
give me your ideas. — J.D.L., North 
Star, Alta. 

Ans.: This experience is in lise 


with that of many farmers through- 
ut Canada and United States. Of 
course, moisture as well as fertility -s 
a HNmiting factor in wheat production 
and if the season be too dry no stim- 
lus afforded by the plowing-in cf 
clover or clover stubble nor by other 
means of fertilizing will go very far 
to increase yields. Occasionaiiy it wiil 
work in reverse by promoting more 
plant growth than there is reserve 
moisture to carry through. But where 
sufficient moisture is available, either 
through rains or subsuvil reserves, the 
Plant food contributed by tne sweet 
clover is of substantial advantage and, 
generally speaking, rich soil produces 
a unit of plant growth with less mois- 
ture than poor soil. In its rotation 
experiments thus far the Beaverlodzge 
Substation has on the whole had quite 
as good results from taking off the 
first crop of sweet clover and plowing 
in the stubble as from plowing in the 
first growth made in the second sea- 
ripened a little earlier, hence g-adei 
rather better, though the protein per- 
centage was not quite so high as it 
was where the who'e crop of clov>r 


given a few weeks longer summer- 
fatiowing than was possitie in the 
other case. In a drouthy summer the 
extra moisture conserved by the June 
plowing of the clovered area might 
preve of considerable advantage to the 
ensu.ng wheat crop so far as yields 
are concerned, whatever tne effect 
upon grades. Nevertheless, ic one has 
use for the sweet clover hay, we ex- 
pect it will usually pay to harvest it 
and plow the clover siubble in early 
duly. Manitoba farmers have assured 
me that this practice has been found 
satisfactory. If the binder is used and 
the stooks are set in straight rows, 
piowing may be commenced while tho 
bundles are curing.

50,000 Miles of British Beards

yield <U feet of hair each day. The 
accuracy of the caiculat.on is not 


voucned for, but the smooth- 
faced statistician can figure it 
out!” 


Varieties of Hard 
Red Spring W heat 
For Northern Alta. 


By K. W. NEATBY 
University of Alberta. 


Three varieties of wheat appear on 
the list recommended for northern and 
west central Alberta. They are Gar- 
net, Red Bobs and Reward. It is, of 
course, recognized that in certain more 
or less restricted areas of these zones 
Marquis may give satisfactory results. 

During the past few years Garnet 
has become by far the most popular 
variety, for reasons familiar to all of 
us. For reasons equally familiar, 
Garnet is likely to be excluded from 
No. 8 Northern this year. Conse- 
quently we are confronted with these 
questions: Will Garnet be sold at a 
subsiantial discount this year? If so, 
will its high yield and earliness offset 
|; the discount? 

It is very probable that Garnet 
wheat will be sold at a discount in 
1938. Two courses are open to the 
farmer—he can -‘take a chance on the 
price’ and grow Garnet, or he may 
grow Red Bobs or Reward on the 
assumption that the price benefit will 
offset the high yield and other ad- 
vantages of Garnet. From the point 
of earliness both Edmonton and 
Beaver Lodge results show Reward to 
be at the most one day later than 
Garnet, and Red Bobs about two days 
later than Reward. In actual practice, 
however, Reward may not be earlier 
than Red Bobs, as Red Bobs can be 
cut on the green side with safety, 
while Reward mey not—at lcast not to 
the same degree. Two criticisms are 
commonly levelled ai Reward. Its low 
yield and its degrading as a result of 
greenish and bronze-colored kernels. 
Undoubtediy Reward yields rather less 
than Garnet, though the difference is 
less than current opinion indicates. 
With regard to the degrading, if Re- 
ward is allowed to become thoroughly 
ripe, the defects in color can be largely 
overcome. Conclusion: If you decide 
to abandon Garnet, and if fall frosts 
are a serious danger, grow Reward.

We can do but little about these 
defects, so must simply consider them 
in relation to the possible inferiority 
of the price of Garnet. Conclusion: 
if you decide to abandon Garnet and 
do not like Reward, grow Red Bobs. 

Several new varieties have attracted 
attention recently. Limitation of space 
prevents me from discussing them in- 
dividually. Suffice it to say that 
Thatcher is the only one which merits 
serious consideration. We do _ not 
know enough about its performance in 
northern Alberta to justify either rec- 
ommendation or condemnation. It is 
about one to two days later than Red 
Bobs but it is as high a yielder and as 
satisfactory from the standpoint of 
| quality. Since it is a licensed variety, 
there is nothing to prevent a farmers 
from trying it if he so desires. 

The possibility of inducing earlier 
ripening in later varieties by the use 
of fertilizers has been suggested. How- 
ever, this word of warning should be 
offered. While the use of suitabie fer- 
tilizers will hasten ripening, the most 
important constituent of fertilizers for 
gray soils is nitrogen, which tends to 


delay ripening. Recent experiments 
however, indicate that when nitrogen 
phosphate is used judiciously the 


period of maturity may be shortened. 

In conclusion, allow me to empha- 
size the fact there is no entirely suit- 
able wheat for the northern zones of 
this province. Extensive plant breed- 
ing programs are in progress at 
Edmonton and elsewhere, and more 
suitable varieties will undoubtedly be 
distributed in the not too distant 
future. The process is laborious and 
time-consuming and patience is neces- 
sary on the part of the plant breeders 
and farmers alike. ‘ ’ 


CLEAN SEED ESSENTIAL 
FOR ABUNDANT CROPS 


Weeds constitute the greatest haz 
ard in successful farming, and one of 
the principal reasons why weeds have 
attained the position of a _ positive 
menace is that countless numbers of 
weed seeds are put into the soil year 
by year through lack of care in ordin- 
ary farm operations. The use of badly 
cleaned seed grain is responsible in 
the main for this state of affairs 
which causes &n annual loss of mil- 
lions of dollars to the farmers of Can- 
ada, Clean seed ia the firet line cof 
attack in the eradication of weed, 
and, as mostly home-grown seed will 
be sown In the spring, farmers hold 
the upper hand, so long as they mak-

sure in the meantime thet their seed 
has been thoroughly cleaned. 

Improper cleaning of seed is in most 
cases due to lack of the necessary 
riddles and screens, or to the mill not 
being properly regulated. Any good 
fanning mill in which thorough con- 
trol over the air blast is obtained and 
in which a series of riddles and screens 
may be adjusted at will, can be fitted 
and operated to do fairiy good work. 
For those farmers who cannot take 
advantage of nearby power cleaning 
plants or for those who are not sure 
that they get the best results out of 
their old fanning mills, some practical 
information on the cleaning cof seed 
may be found in the bulletin, No. 137, 
“Weeds and Weed Secds,” prepared by 
the Seed Branch of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture. The hand 
fanning mill will do the job satisfac- 
iovuly if equipped with suitable screens 
for the kind of grain to be cleaned, but 
the main point is that the seed must 
be clean. In some Cases it would pay 
better to make a fresh start with clean 
seed grain, such as the registered and 
cerufied grades. 

Neither should dirty clover ani 
grass seeds be sown. Now. 1 grade of 
this class of seed is reasonably weed- 
free and ite use would pay in the long 


run, even if the first cost is a little 
more, Further information regarding 
weeds and the cleaning of seed will 
be found in the bulletin mentioned.

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TME CANADIAN MEDICAL 
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HEART BEATS 


The menace of heart disease is 
brought home to us when some friend 
dies suddenly from this 
More deaths occur from heart disease 
than from any other disease. Never- 
theless, the picture is not as black as 
this statement would suggest. There 
is one bright spot, namely, that the 
number of deaths from heart disease 
in early life are decreasing. 

The increase in heart disease after 
forty-five is due, in part, to the fact 
that more people are now reaching 
adult life is a result of our better con-

condition, 


trol of the diseases of early life. 
forty-five the body begins to show 
signs of wear and tear. The heart is 
one of the first organs to show such 
changes, and heart disease, in this 
case, is simply a wearing cut of the 
organ. 

Heart disease, other than the form 
that is due to actual old age, 
premature old age, 
much suffering and 
short of many lives. In order to pre- 
vent its ravages, we must consider 
what causes these cases, because the 
hope of prevention lies in the preven- 
tion or control of the causes.

This means 
that if heart disease Is to be avoided, 
all such cases of illness, no matter 
how mild the attack, must be carefully 
cared for, and before the little patient 
is allowed to go back to school or take 
part in games or active play, he should

be given a thorough 
order that the doctor may determine 
whether or not the heart is all right 
and that it is capable of meeting the 
strain of active life without injury. 

The periodic heaith examination is 
of great value in detecting the early 
signs of any heart trouble. The doc- 
tor will discover any infected teeth, 
tonsils or head sinuses, which may be 
the focus from which the 
being poisoned and damaged. 
also bring to light any unsuspected 
chronic disease, such as syphilis, 
which, if untreated, insidiously under- 
mines the heart and arteries. If the 
heart is damaged, the doctor will give 
advice on how to live so as to conserve 
the strength of the organ. 

The correction of defects and the 
proper treatment of chronic infections 
will protect the heart from damage. 
Thus, the periodic health examinatiun 
protects those who take advantage of 
a medical check-up at regular in- 
tervals, in order that they may keep 
well and not find themselves stricken 
by a heart condition which could have 
been detected and, at least, kept under

AERONAUTICAL 
TIT-BITS 


By J. W. Neil 
‘TEAM-DRIVEN AEROPLANES 


For many years Gcorge and William 


Bessker have upheld the contention 
that light steam-power plants are 
more suitable for railroad operation 
}than diesel-electric combinations and 


have already converted many railroad 
authorities to their view. Perhaps our 
readers will also remember that the 
brothers just a few years back startled 
the aviation world by installing a light 
steam engine in a two-seater aero- 
plane and making perfectly satisfac- 
tory flights. (If I remember correctly, 
this was at Seattle.) The advantayes 
of steam for aircraft are two-fold 
silence and reliability. A well-designed 
steam engine could be used for 2,000 
to 3,000 hours in an aeroplane without 
any overhaul! and practically without 
servicing, and could then be scrapped 
without any financial sacrifice, 

But there are many disadvantages. 
First of all there is real complication 
because so many integral parts have 
to be coordinated: boiler, burner, en- 
gine, condenser. At sea level the con- 
denser becomes so enormous that it is 
hard to incorporate it in the aeroplane, 
and the weight of the condenser 
doubles the weight of the steam engine 
(already heavier than the internal 
combustion engine of corresponding 
power). But the greatest disaévan- 
tage of all io that the fuel efficiency of 
the steam engine is far lower than that 
of the gasoline engine. The conclu- 
sion is that for all flying as we know 
‘t today the steam engine ia hopeless. 

But if steam is hopeless for the 
fiying of today, it may prove most 
promising for the flying of tomorrow 
in the stratosphere, Thé stvam tur- 
bine, if allowed to exhaust at the pres- 
sure corresponding to an altitude of 
80,000 feet, gains 36 per cer in effi- 
clency. At the lower pressures and 
equally low temperatures of great 
height, the condensers cen operate at

wing would probably suffice for con- 
densing purposes. The Bessier brothers 
have predicted that stratosphere flying 
would give steam a new iease of life. 
Kessler brothers are nuw engaged on 
a really revoiutionary development, 
that is a new type of exhaust gas tur- 
bine supercharger, so efficient and so 
powerful that at high altitudes they 
will be able not only to maintain the 
engine power at its sea vei figure 
but to have power left over for de- 
livery on the propeller shaft. The 
over-all efficiency will then be so high 
that the fuel consumption wiil fall to 
4 pounds per horse-power hour (as 
compared with the 45 or .6 pounds 
per horse-power hour of the best gaso- 
line engine of today). Moreover, they 
are planning to supercharge the air at 
ground level to two atmospheres, while 
reducing the compression rutio in the 
cylinder to only 3 two 1. Thereby aj 
engine of the size and general design 
enaracteriatics of the Ford might be 
made to deliver SUU h.p. and still be 
perfectly robust and reliable.

THE WORLD 
OF WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange 
* Director “Crop Testing Plan.” 


The International Wh*:: Adv'‘sory 
Committee has made another. forecast 
to the effect that “IF the present acre- 
age of wheat in the world should bo 
; Maintained, and IF the yield per acre 
in every country should be normai, 
and IF the demand for wheat should 
remain as low as it is at present, chen 
on August 1, 1940, there would ve a 
huge surplus of wheat in the wor.d of 
1,270 million bushels.” : 

Has this forecast founded pon so 
many “IFS” any value, I have been 
asked? My reply is that it is not a 
forecast at all, but simply a mere 
guess. 

It is true that it all might cccur, 
but actually no one can tell, for any 
such prediction depends upon a knov, - 
ledge of future yields per ac.e, which 
yields are goverened by future wea- 
ther, and meterologists tell us that no 
one can accurately forecast the wea- 
ther, more than « few hours ahead. 

Guessing the future, as a rule, is a 
harmless pastime. The sadness is, 
however, that whenever the Interna- 
tional Wheat Committee makes its 
long-range gloomy guesses the markct 
becomes unsettled, the price of wheat 
tends to fali, and so the producer is 
harmed. 

In 1933, the same committee mad 
much the same guess, and proved to 
be absolutely and entirely wrong!

eye and his pictorial sense can find beauty there—and in every other 
common thing. 


H°* many of our Guild mem-! 

bers, | wonder, go far anets | 
searching for beauty, in the like- 
liest places, and do not find it, and 
annot understand why? 

It is an experience most camera 
workers have Bat, sooner or later, 
if they are serious workers, they 
learn a basic principle: that is, 
that beauty is not so much in the 
subjects they find es in themselves 
and the way they look at things. 

To put it another way: pictures 
do not exist in a scene but only in 
the trained eye that can select and 
single out that which is interesting 
and good 

few persons beginning to use 
@ camera would think of a raflroad 
yard as a place to find beauty. 
But one photographer has become 
world-famous for pictures made 
just there. 

Hie works when the air ts! 
crisp, when a locomotive’s exhaust 
steam funa upward in @& great 
white plume. This steam, contrast- 
ing with the black of the engine, 
forms a focal point in each of his 
pictures. He selects his viewpoint 
so that the rails, curving away 
from the locomotive, are high- 
lighted in long, silvery white lines; 
lines so arranged that they form 
bis picture’s compositional frame 
work. Wherever possible, he in- 


to give his picture depth and he 
likes to work when there is mist 
or fog iz the distance so that far- 
away buildings or figures are re 
duced to soft, dim outlines. 

The objects this photographer 
works with are not appealing. 
They are dirty, sooty, ugly. But 
bis pictures are beautiful because 
he has trained his eyes to see, to 
select, to arrange, to recognise 
mood and atmosphere—in brief, 
by the use of his creative imagina- 
tion to extract beauty from ugli- 
ness. 

There is magic in photography 
like this but it is magic open to all. 
It calls for no wizard’s wand but 
only thought and feeling and the 
application of your imagination to 
commonplace things. Kitchen pots 
and pans are not pretty but I have 
seen pictures of a group of them, 
rhythmically arranged and lighted 
so their texture was emphasized. 
that were beautiful. Old shoes are 
not attractive but I have seen a pic- 
ture of a pair wet and dripping be- 
side an umbrella in a hall corner, 
so photographed that they con- 
tained all the essence of rainy
